BAPTIST MISSIONS.

Conference at Which the Reva, Mable,
Thamssen and Others Spoke.

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The opening ses-
sion of the confernece on foreign missions,
in the interest of the American Baptist
Missionary Union, was held to-day at the
Mt. Morris Baptist Church. Rev. E. E.
Chivvers, secretary of the New York dis-
trict of the Baptist Forelgn Missionary
Union, presided. Addresses were made by
the Rev. George Thamssen, late a mission-
ary at Kurnool, India; J. L. Nicoll, British
vice consul at Nyasaland, Africa; Rev. A.
S. Hobarg, D. D., of Yonkers; Rev. R. Hart-
ley, of New York, and Rev. H. C. Mabie,
Boston.

Missionary Thamssen said that the na-
tives in India are ruled by caste and cus-
tom. There are cases, he sald, wherein the
natives have killed their children rather
than have them become Christians. He
contended that it padd to save these people,
notwithstanding all that has been said to
he contrary.

Vice Consul Nicoll said that there is more
or less friction between the officials and
missionaries in Africa. This was due chief-

ly to the fact, he said, that both sides
were ignorant of the duties of the other.
As an officer, he said he was grateful to
the missionaries for their work in Africa.
Civilization, he said, progresses wherever
misgionaries go and no country has done
more for missionary work than Scotland.
In his district, he said, there are represent~
ed the missions of Unitarians, Dutch, and
t!ne Established Church of Scotland. The
Church of Scotland tried to convert the
native princes, but have not succeeded thus
far. e greatest success, he said, had
bgt:n attained in the conversion of slaves.

I'he evening session of the conference was
opened by an address delivered by Rev. W.
F. H. Faunce, of the Fifth-avenue Baptist
Church. He spoke

on “The Preachin
Church and the (o-o . &

rative Lord."

The chief address of the night was made
by Rev. H. P. Mabie, the home secretary of
the American Missionaries’ Baptist Union,
of Boston. He spoke on “Foreign Missions
and Their Critics.”” The missionaries, said
the speaker, expected to have many critics;
they not only expected to.have them. but
they wanted to have them, but at the same
time they desired to be judged justly, im-
partially. But the critics, when they spoke
of the work of the missions, seemed rarely
to take into consideration the fact that the
men who traveled hundreds, thousands and
thousands of miles to tell of the glory of
God, always made thelr stand in a region in
which vice and crime and unbelief was most
pronounced. The speaker dwelt at length
on the improvement of China since, the war
with Japan, and said that the outlook for
the mission work was the brightest.

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MR. CORBIN'S SCHEME

THE RAILWAY MAGNATE IMPORTS
SEVEN HUNDRED ITALIANS,

It Is Suid He Will Found a Coloay in
Lonininana—=Threatened Lock-
out of 40,400 Men.

NEW YORK. Nov. 2..—-The World this
morning publishes the following: Austin
Corbin recently chartered from Funch,
Edye & Co., of this city, the steamship
Chateau Yquem. This vessel sailed from
Genoa Nov. 8 for New Orleans, with seven
hundred Italians on board. She is due In
New Orleans Nov. 2. At Mr. Corbin's of-
fice no information could be obtained about
this importation. It was known, however,
that Mr. Corbin is at the head of a big col-
onization enterprise. He bought a large
tract of land in Arkansas a year or two
ago. It was announced then that he in-
tended to found a colony to bear his name
and to be run in accordance with his ideas
of agriculture. These ltalilans are sald to
be agriculturists.

A member of the firm of Funch, Edye &
Co. 3aid yesterday that he had no knowl-
edge of what Mr. Corbin intends to do with
the seven hundred Italians, He did not
know whether any contracts had been made
with them. It was suggested that under
the contract labor law the firm could be

compelled, if the passengers were contract
laborers, to carry them back ro Italy.

“We were assured,” replied the member
of the firm interviewed, “that Mr. Corbin
made arangements with the government be-
fore he went into the undertaking. I feel

reasonably sure that our firm will have no
trouble with the federal authorities at New
Orleans. We are informed that the seven
hundred Italians are agriculturists.”

Prof. Alex. Olderini, who i= in charge of
the ltauag bureau of Ellis Island, has been
sent to New Orleans by Baron Fava, the

llan embassador in Washington. It is
understood that Baron Fava ested that
the Italians be landed in New leans in-
stead og New York.

THE NEW YORK STRIKE.

Members of the Iron League May Re-
talinte by Locking Out 40,000 Men.
NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The delegates of

the Housesmiths' and Bridgemen's Union

are reported o have demanded that the
delegates of all the other unions call out
their men in all cases where nonunion house-
smiths are employed in the event of being
called on 8o 10 do. By the terms of the con-
stitution of the board all or any of the dele-
gales are bound to join in a sympathetic
strike wherever and whenever called on by
one or more of their number. In retaliation
for these sympathetic strikes the Iron

League is said to be contemplating a gen-

eral lock-out of all union men employed

by its members. Such action would throw
forty thousand men out of employment.

The strike of the housesmiths has caused
the electric lights to be cut off on several
large jobs of J. B. and J. M. Cornell and
Williken Brothers, so that work cannot -be
carried on at night. The electric current
was shut off on the Immense bullding of
Siegel, Cooper & Co., at Sixth aveasue and
Nineteenth stireet; the Hotel Waldorf annex
at Fifth avenue and Thirty-fourth street
and two or three other structures, because
nonunion men were employed on them. This
was part of the plan mapped out at the be-
ginning of the strike. The strike managers
also called on the hoisting engineers, the
derrick men, the stonecutters and the plas-
terers on several buildings and they dropped
their tools and quit work. !

The committee of the Iron League met
the Commissioner of Mediation and Arbitra-
tion to-night. Commissioner Feeney an-
nounced that he had seen the del tes of
the strikers and that they were willing to
submit the matter to arbitration. He
pleaded with the members of the league to
take a just view of the case, President Cor-
nell sald the iron workers wore willing to do
what they could, and whal they thought
was right in the premises, and that their
nitimatum had beeu published In Tuesday’s
papers. He would not insist on that, how-
ever, un:fl he con=ulted =everal members
unavoidably absent. Owing to the failure of
thege certain members to be D 1t nothing
defnite could bLe arrivea at. 1 rrow the

Miners WIill Be Pald 69 Centin.
PITTSBURG, Nov. 20.—It is learned from
W. P. Dearmit, president of the New York
and Cleveland Gas and Coal Company,
that he has made a contract with his
miners for one year from Nov. § whereby

he agrees to pay them 59 cents per ton.
This is an increase of 9 cents per ton for

his men, but still falls 5 cents short of the

present rate. At the last conference be-
tween the operators and miners it was
decided to fix the rate for the district defi-
nitely on the first Tuesday of December
and at the same meeting & resolution was
passed by which both sides grnd that
whaiever rate the New York and Cleveland
Coal Company adopted In December it
should be the prevailing rate for the dis-
trict. As the miners fullv expected that
the rate would be made 6 cents or more
it remains to be seen whether or not the
resolution will be carried out. The con-
ference between operators and miners is set
for next Tuesday and In order to discuss
Mr. Dearmit’'s latest move the miners have
called a convention for Monday. General
confusion in the coal trade is expected to
follow the conference.
